The reply filed on 26 July 1999 is not fully responsive to the prior Office action because of the following 
omission(s) or matter(s): Applicant did not include an election of the species to be examined even though the 
requirement was traversed. As was pointed out at page 5 of Paper #5, Group I required a species election of 
affinity tag (see paragraph #9). Pending claims 32 and 35 are generic and claims 33 and 36 recite the different 
species of affinity tags. MPEP 808.01 (a) indicates that when a generic claim recites such a multiplicity of 
species that an unduly extensive and burdensome search is required, a requirement for an election of species 
should be made prior to a search of the generic claim. If no generic claim is held to be allowable, then the claims 
will be restricted to the single disclosed species. 

Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY
